ating them from the Tlirone — lending 
to Kepublioanism. If, Iheroloro, the 
Ballot ihould leml to Ibe condiiions de- 
precated by Mr Waller, it. will, in our 
opinion, accompliBh amuoh greater good 
than we had yontarod to hope lor.
